As applicant pointed out under Remark section, pages 4-5, Metzger et al. (US 7,269,827) 
taken either singly and/or in combination with other cited prior arts, do not teach scheduling the 
machine instruction for which an amount by which a size of a committed set of machine 
instructions upon the scheduling of said machine instruction is smallest relative to the amount by 
which the size of committed set of machine instruction for machine instruction ready for 
scheduling would increase upon scheduling of all said machine instructions, identifying 
descendent machine instructions of each of said machine instructions and determining which of 
said descendent machine instructions and said machine instructions is not in said committed set 
of machine instruction and undertaking the method when a risk of registers becoming 
overcommitted exceeds a certain threshold, said threshold being exceeded when processor 
register availability drops below a particular threshold as determined based upon a number of 
registers in use, as recited in such manners in each of independent claim 1 . 

Prior arts of record do not teach and/or suggest these claimed limitations, thus, all 
remaining pending claim 1 is allowed.

upon a number of registers in use.
